After much discussion of pros and cons, 
Phil-Mont is taking the plunge into the wild 
world of Auto Patch. Thanks to the generous ef- 
forts of Jim Spencer, W3BBB and his technical 
staff, those of us who are so disposed can now 
make phone calls from the mobile. Granted, 
there are those in the club who are delighted, 
some who have serious reservations, and finally 
some who either think it is useless or have little 
intention of using it. Be that as it may, we have a 
phone patch, so let’s see if there is a need for it, 
and if the users are willing to pay its costs. 

Emergency calls to police, fire or rescue are 
now at our fingertips. A call to someone, for 
reasons other than business, is also now pos- 
sible. 

But with any benefit, there is a cost. How 
much will the phone patch cost the club? How 
will toll charges be assessed to the user? After 
all, the person causing an expense should as- 
sume the responsibility of that cost, i.e. toll 
charges and maintenance costs. 

So that the Club’s Board of Directors 
might get a better handle on the actual use and 
cost of the phone patch, it will be available for 
the use of all members for the next 60 days 


without any user charge. The access codes will 
be made available for this period. After the free 
lime has expired, the Board of Directors will de- 
termine how to finance the patch, if it is to be 
continued. Who knows, there may not be 
enough serious use of the patch to make its con- 
tinued use worthwhile. Whether the club will 
have a special charge for those members who 
want to make use of the patch, and give only to 
them the necessary codes to access the patch 
after the 60 days, or some other system to offset 
the cost of operation, has yet to be determined. 
Club membership comments on this point are 
necessary and will be welcomed. 

During the next 60 days, use the patch rea- 
sonably. Ifyou should incur unusual toll charges 
during this free time, expect to be billed for the 
charges. The free use means that the users will 
not incur any maintenance costs for using the 
patch during the ‘free’ time. 

Try it out, and as you do so, determine in 
your own mind the extent to which you will use 
it, and how willing you will be to accept the 
additional cost for this feature being added to 
our repeater. Again, your comments and views 
are needed.

Phil-Mont has completed installation 
of a UHF repeater linked to our ’03 ma- 
chine. It operates on 449.8 in/ 444.8 out 
(frequency coordinated), and requires a 
sub audible tone of 186.2 Hz for access. 
Power Out is 22 watts at present (projected 
Output 55 watts) with 1/2" hardline to a 
Hustler G6-440 antenna. There is no PL 
tone on the output. The RF deck is an 
RCA TAC 200 similar to our VHF equip- 
ment. Our RC 85 controller, common to 
both systems, provides all the bells and 
whistles for both bands (Time, TT Pad

test, patch, etc. ) The only change is the 
addition of a 600 cycle tone ahead of the 
normal courtesy chime whenever the in- 
put is from UHF.

PHONE PATCH INSTRUCTIONS 


(Effective for two months from date of publication. Subject to change without notice.) 


W3QV/R now has an operating phone patch. A trial period, until the June mid-month meeting, is on a pay- 
per-call basis. We will handle the accounting. No auto dial slots will be assigned until after the trial period. 

The temporary access code is 457, and the hang-up code is the pound (#) sign. Here is a typical patch: 
‘“W3ABC accessing autopatch” (drop carrier momentarily). Enter the access code followed by the called number: 
“457 555 1234”, then drop your carrier. The controller replies “Autopatch”, then reads back the number dialed, 
and proceeds to dial that number. (If you think that you’ve dialed incorrectly, you can immediately cancel the call 
by pressing the # key.) While it is dialing, you will hear a ‘beep-beep-beep’ cover tone. You'll hear a ringing signal 
and the phone is answered. (We suggest that you tell the called party that you are on an amateur radio patch to 
forestall any language slips.) When you have finished - and before you disconnect - sign your call, then disconnect 
with a single #. The repeater will time-and-date-stamp your call. 

There are other refinements available, but they can come later. 

You are encouraged to try the patch; you may someday need it in a hurry. 

The emergency auto patch operates without the ‘access code’, and is activated simply by the prefix 911 followed 
by a fourth digit as defined below:
